The petitions will be filed in the aud­ 
itors office the latter part of this 
week to await the action of the board 
of commissioners, who will hold their 
first reg ular meeting of February on 
nex t Monday . 


One can not keep from 
g rowing 
reminiscent while looking 
over the 
first money order reg isters in the 
local postoffice. 
Some qf the names 
of the old pioneers appear on the 
role in their own 
hand 
writing — 
names of old residents who have long 
since departed from this world to the 
g reat bey ond and who are only re­ 
membered by their g ood deeds while 
on earth. 
Names of mothers, fath­ 
ers, uncles, 
aunts, 
g randfathers, 
g randmothers, and 
numerous other 
relatives of people living today , may 
be seen on the back. And among the 
list may be found many people who 
are living today . 
Prominent among the number who 
were the first to send out money or­ 
ders, appears the name of Mrs. Sar­ 
ah Hackleman, widow of Gen. Pleas­ 
ant A. Hackleman, who was the only 
Indiana General that 
fell in 
battle 
during the Civil war. 
Mrs. Hackle­ 
man was postmistress for a number 
of y ears and held the office until she 
had to resig n on account of old cg e. 
All of the reg isters of the first money 
orders were written by Mrs. Hackle­ 
man, as she had charg e of the office 
when the money order sy stem was 
established. 
The money order sy stem was es­ 
tablished in the United States No­ 
vember 1, 18 61. 
Rushville was only 
a small town at that time, but she 
was not long in taking up the new 
sy stem, which went into effect here 
on September 12, 18 07 , only three 
y ears after it was installed by Uncle 
Sam. 
Since that time over one hun­ 
dred thousand orders have been is­ 
sued from the local postoffice. 
But the sy stem of today does not 
much resemble the one used then, a l­ 
thoug h the one first used here may 
be found in smaller towns today . At 
that time no more than fifty dollars 
could he sent in one order while now 


a s hig h as one hundred dollars may 
he sent. 
In many instances the reg ­ 
ister shows where one 
party had 
I sent several orders of fifty dollars 
each to the same man. This was be­ 
fore the advantag es of the modern 
banking sy stem were to be had. 
The first money order issued was 
ent on 
September 12, 
18 67 , by 
J eorg e W. Hill to J ulia Hill in Cin­ 
cinnati. 
The first one paid at this 
office was sent by W. B. Goodwin of 
J effersonville, Ind., to J . L. Parsons. 
Out of the first twenty -nine 
issued 
here, twenty -five of them were sent 
to William J . Gibson in Indianapolis. 
It is thoug ht that 
they were 
pay ­ 
ments for a subscription to the Indi­ 
anapolis Sentinel, which was at that 
time the larg est paper in the State 
and several old piorieers, who are 
living today , will swear under oath 
that the parties who sent the orders 
to the same were all believers in the 
Democratic faith.
